To  His  Excellency,  the  Honorable  Locke  Craig,  Governor  and  Commander- 
in-chief. 

Sir: — I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  report  of  the  Military  establish 
ment  for  the  year  ending  December  31.  1916. 

Organization 

The  organization  of  the  National  Guard  consists  of  the  Staff  Departments 
and  organizations  as  shown  in  roster  attached  hereto.  Two  Engineer  Com- 
panies have  been  organized  during  the  year — Company,  A,  at  Charlotte,  and 
Company  B.  at  Wilmington — and  both  of  these  companies  were  mustered 
into  service  of  the  United  States  a  short  time  after  their  organization  was 
completed. 

ARiroRY  Inspection 

The  annual  armory  inspection  for  the  year  was  made  and  the  report  of 
same  by  the  Inspector  General  showed  the  organization  to  be  in  a  most  satis- 
factory condition. 

Annual  Encampment 

The  usual  encampment  at  Camp  Glenn,  N.  C,  was  not  held  during  the 
year  though  plans  for  a  comprehensive  scheme  of  instruction  had  been 
arranged. 

Arse.xal 

The  arsenal  now  leased  by  the  State  is  adequate  for  the  proper  storage  of 
military  supplies  and  is  a  great  improvement  over  the  building  used  during 
the  past  few  years.  All  supplies  issued  by  the  Federal  Government  and  the 
State's  property  is  properly  cared  for  and  the  storage  space  is  sufficient." 

Inspector-Instructors 

The  following  officers  of  the  Regular  Army  are  on  duty  with  the  State  as 
Inspector-Instructors :

These  officers  were  detailed  for  duty  by  the  War  Department,  and  they 
have  been  most  conscientous,  faithful,  and  painstaking  in  their  efforts  to 
instruct  the  officers  and  men  in  their  duties  pertaining  to  the  service.  The 
advice  and  assistance  of  the  above  officers  has  been  of  great  value  to  this 
office.     In   addition  the  War   Department   has   detailed   several   noncommis- 
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sioned  officers  of  the  regular  service  for  duty  as  Sergeant-Instructors,  and 
their  work  has  been  of  a  high  order  at  all  times. 

Coast  Artillery  Corps 

The  Coast  Artillery  Corps  participated  in  Joint  Coast  Defense  Exercises 
at  Fort  Caswell,  N.  C,  August  7-17,  1916,  and  the  result  and  record  they 
made  was  highly  satisfactory.  Attention  is  invited  to  General  Orders  No. 
23,  1916,  attached  hereto,  which  shows  in  detail  the  program  of  instruction 
followed. 

Naval  Militia 

Pursuant  to  authority  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  the  Commanding  Offi- 
cer of  the  Naval  Militia  assembled  his  command  at  the  Navy  Yard,  Norfolk, 
Va.,  on  July  15,  1916  for  the  annual  cruise  aboard  the  U.  S.  S.  Louisiana, 
July  15-25,  1916.     (See  annual  report  cruise  North  Carolina  Naval  Militia. 

The  annual  inspection  of  the  organizations  of  the  Naval  Militia  was  con- 
ducted by  Ensign  F.  S.  Blasdel,  U.  S.  N.  Retired,  and  Major  Thos.  Stringfield, 
Insp.  General,  January  8,  9  and  10,  1917. 

Changes 

On  June  1st  Brigadier  General  Beverly  S.  Royster,  Brigade  Commander, 
was  placed  upon  the  retired  list,  at  his  own  request,  with  the  rank  of  Major 
General. 

On  the  same  date  Brigadier  General  Laurence  W.  Young,  The  Adjutant 
General,  was  appointed  Brigade  Commander  and  directed  to  assume  com- 
mand of  the  Brigade. 

Major  General  Royster  was  appointed  Acting  The  Adjutant  General  on 
June  27th  and  directed  to  assume  charge  of  the  office  at  once,  relieving 
Brigadier  General  Young. 

Legislation 

During  the  year  Congress  passed  the  National  Defense  Act  of  June  3,  1916 
which  places  the  National  Guard  under  the  dual  control  of  the  States  and 
Federal  Government.  Under  this  law  the  National  Guard  is  increased  and 
the  requirements  made  much  more  exacting.  It  provides  a  certain  amount 
of  pay  for  officers  and  men  for  drills,  etc.,  and  appropriates  a  larger  amount 
for  National  Guard  training,  equipment,  etc.  A  board  of  officers  appointed 
by  this  office  is  now  working  on  the  State  law  for  presentation  to  the  Legis- 
lature in  order  that  it  may  conform  to  the  above  Act.  The  matter  will  be 
gone  into  more  fully  in  the  annual  report  for  the  year  1917. 


U.  S.  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer 

Under  the  above  law  the  office  of  U.  S.  Property  and  Disbursing  Officer 
was  created,  and  this  officer  is  required  to  account  for  all  Federal  property 
issued  to  the  State  for  the  National  Guard  and  to  disburse  all  Federal  funds 
alloted  the  State.  During  the  year  the  property  account  of  the  Governor  has 
been  transferred  to  this  officer.     (See  G.  O.  30,  A.  G.  O.  N.  C,  1916) 
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Mobilization,  1916 

In   accordance   with   the   proclamation   of   the   President   and   telegraphic 
instructions  from  the  Seecretary  of  "War  the  following  organizations  were 
assembled  at  their  respective  home  stations  on  the  19th  of  June: 
First  Brigade: 

First  N.  C.  Infantry. 
Second  N.  C.  Infantry. 
Third  N.  C.  Infantry. 
Troops  A  and  B  N.  C,  Cavalry. 
Ambulance  Company  No.  1. 
Field  Hospital  Company  No.  1. 
The  above  organizations  were  held  at  their  rendezvous  preparatory  to  pro- 
ceeding to  the  mobilization  camp  at  Camp  Glenn,  N.  C,  for  muster  into  the 
service   of   the   United    States   and    were    ordered    to    recruit    to   maximum 
strength.     The  call  was  answered  promptly  by  officers  and  men,  and  they 
took  up  their  instruction  at  home  stations  with   interest  and  enthusiasm. 
Under    authority    contained    in    telegram    from    the    War    Department    the 
organizations  proceeded  to  Camp  Glenn,  as  follows: 
First  N.  C.  Infantry,  June  25. 
Second  N.  C.  Infantry,  June  28. 
Third  N.  C.  Infantry,  July  1. 
Ambulance  Co.,  No.  1,  June  25. 
Field  Hospital  Co.,  No.  1,  June  25. 
Troops  A  and  B  Cavalry,  June  30. 

Under  date  of  July  5,  1916,  the  War  Department  authorized  the  sending 
out  of  recruiting  details  throughout  the  State,  and  in  this  connection  selected 
officers  and  men  of  the  Coast  Artillery  Corps  rendered  most  efficient  service. 
On  August  24th  authority  was  obtained  for  Company  A,  Engineers,  recently 
organized,  to  proceed  to  the  mobilization  camp  and  the  movement  was  com- 
pleted on  August  26th.  Similarly  Company  B,  Engineers,  was  ordered  to 
Camp  Glenn  on  September  20th.  The  movement  of  these  two  companies 
completed  the  mobilization,  and  all  North  Carolina  organizations  were  in 
camp. 

The  Mobilization  camp  was  commanded  by  Brigadier  General  Laurence 
W.  Young,  Commanding  First  Brigade,  and  other  organization  commanders 
were  as  follows:

Under  the  direction  of  the  Camp  Commander  an  intensive  scheme  of 
instruction  was  taken  up  by  each  organization.     In  this  work  the  following 
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officers  of  the  Regular  Army  gave  assistance  of  inestimable  value,  and 
through  their  untiring  efforts  a  high  standard  of  efficiency  was  reached:

Captain  Rich  was  charged  with  the  issuing  of  Government  property. 

Major  Geddings  was  the  Senior  Medical  Officer,  and  under  his  direction 
all  men  were  physically  examined  prior  to  entry  into  the  service.  In  addi- 
tion Major  Geddings  had  charge  of  the  camp  sanitation,  and  the  low  sick 
rate  is  no  doubt  due  to  the  painstaking  manner  in  which  he  performed  this 
duty. 

Authority  was  obtained  from  the  War  Department  to  construct  the  neces- 
sary storehouses,  kitchens,  etc.,  at  Camp  Glenn,  and  several  officers  of  the 
Administrative  Staff  were  ordered  there  to  have  charge  of  the  work  and 
expedite  the  completion  of  same.  The  following  officers  rendered  valuable 
services  in  this  connection,  and .  under  their  direction  the  necessary  build- 
ings were  erected  for  storage  and  other  purposes:

The  spirit  of  officers  and  men  was  admirable  during  the  training  period 
and  the  one  idea  was  to  get  in  shape  to  take  the  field  against  the  enemy  as 
soon  as  possible.  The  movement  to  the  border  was  delayed  to  some  extent 
by  failure  of  the  Federal  Government  to  furnish  the  necessary  supplies, 
clothing,  etc.,  promptly.  In  some  cases  soldiers  were  without  blankets, 
shoes,  and  other  necessary  equipment  for  some  time  after  reaching  the 
mobilization  camp.  Lists  showing  deficiencies  in  clothing  and  equipment 
had  been  furnished  the  War  Department  without  delay  upon  the  arrival  of 
the  organization  at  camp. 

In  September  orders  were  received  for  the  entrainment  of  North  Carolina 
units  to  the  Mexican  border  and  the  organization  left  by  rail  for  El  Paso, 
Texas,  without  delay.  Upon  arrival  at  El  Paso  the  North  Carolina  troops 
were  assigned  to  the  Seventh  Division,  which  was  composed  of  troops  from 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  and  went  into  camp  at  Camp  Stewart,  about  three 
miles  from  the  city  of  El  Paso.  Training  was  commenced  immediately  and  a 
thorough  and  systematic  scheme  of  instruction  taken  up  consisting  of  field 
exercises,  maneuvers,  schools  for  officers  and  men,  etc.  The  relations 
between  our  troops  and  those  from  Pennsylvania  were  most  pleasant  and 
cordial. 
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While  in  the  Seventh  Division  an  agreement  was  reached  between  our 
government  and  the  government  of  Mexico  which  made  it  unnecessary  for 
U.  S.  Troops  to  enter  Mexico.  North  Carolina's  troops  were  ready  and 
anxious  to  uphold  the  good  name  of  the  State  and  Nation,  and  had  the  test 
come  they  would  have  made  the  same  record  that  her  troops  have  always 
made  in  time  of  war. 

In  January  the  Seventh  Division  was  disbanded  and  the  troops  of  this 
State  were  transferred  to  the  Tenth  Provisional  Division,  composed  of 
troops  from  the  states  of  Tennessee,  South  Carolina,  and  Kentucky. 

In  both  Divisions  the  soldiers  from  the  State  made  a  splendid  record  and 
received  many  words  of  praise  from  the  General  officers  under  whom  they 
served.  During  their  tour  of  duty  at  El  Paso  they  did  a  considerable  amount 
of  guard  duty  along  the  Mexican  border,  and  their  work  was  most  satisfac- 
torily performed. 

The  conduct  of  officers  and  men  during  thee  emergency  was  creditable  at 
all  times,  and  their  record  is  one  that  the  State  may  well  be  proud  of. 

Herewith  is  a  list  of  the  officers  and  men  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  and  a  similar  list  showing  the  number  of  officers  and  men 
rejected  on  account  of  physical  disability  by  the  U.  S.  Mustering  Officer. 

Conclusion 

In  conclusion  I  desire  to  thank  your  Excellency  for  hearty  cooperation 
given  this  office  and  the  National  Guard  of  the  State  throughout  the  year. 
Your  interest  has  made  possible  the  splendid  success  of  the  Guard. 

I  desire  also  to  thank  the  members  of  the  office  force  who  have.  wTorked 
ceaselessly  and  faithfully  in  the  fullfillment  of  their  respective  duties.

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REPORT  OF  COMMANDING  OFFICER  NAVAL  3UL1TIA

Sir:— I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  following  report  of  the  Naval  Brigade 
for  the  year  1916: 

1.  During  the  past  year  the  organization  has  been  reduced  to  three  divi- 
sions, due  to  the  disbanding  of  the  divisions  at  Hertford  and  Belhaven. 
The  Hertford  Division  was  mustered  out  on  account  of  lack  of  interest 
shown  by  the  division  officers,  and  the  Belhaven  Division  was  disbanded  in 
accordance  with  recommendation  made  by  the  Federal  Inspector. 

2.  Both  officers  and  enlisted  men  appear  to  have  taken  a  greater  interest 
in  their  work,  and  all  seem  anxious  to  qualify  with  the  requirements  of 
Navy  Department  General  Order  No.  153.  With  this  end  in  view  they  have 
been  studying  under  the  instruction  of  the  Inspector-Instructor. 

3.  During  the  summer  the  Navy  Department  made  a  change  in  Inspector- 
Instructors,  Lieutenant  John  J.  London,  U.  S.  Navy,  relieving  Lieutenant 
(junior  grade)   E.  H.  Connor,  U.  S.  Navy. 

4.  During  the  fall,  Paymaster  E.  H.  Baker  received  a  month's  instruction 
in  the  Navy  Pay  Officers  School  at  Washington,  D.  C,  where  the  methods 
and  practices  in  vogue  in  the  Pay  Department  are  taught  by  regular  pay 
officers. 

5.  The  Commanding  Officer  has  attended  two  meetings  of  the  National 
Naval  Militia  Board,  of  which  he  is  a  member.  At  these  meetings  subjects 
relating  to  the  Naval  Militia  were  discussed  with  the  various  bureau  chiefs 
of  the  Navy  Department  and  recommendations  made  to  the  Secretary  of 
the  Navy. 

Personnel 

6.  The  Brigade  was  inspected  in  April  by  Lieutenant  Commander  Wilbur 
G.  Briggs,  U.  S.  Navy.  This  officer  made  quite  favorable  reports  concerning 
the  Second  and  Fifth  Divisions.  The  Sixth  Division,  however,  was  not  up 
to  the  standard,  and,  as  a  result  of  his  recommendation,  was  placed  on 
probation  until  September  30th,  at  which  time  it  was  planned  to  have 
them  undergo  a  second  inspection  to  ascertain  whether  or  not  they  were 
entitled  to  receive  further  Federal  aid.  To  date  this  second  inspection  has 
not  been  made,  nor  have  I  received  any  further  information  regarding  the 
status  of  the  division  concerned.  As  previously  stated,  the  Belhaven  Divi- 
sion was  mustered  out  on  the  recommendation  of  Lieutenant  Commander 
Briggs.  It  gives  me  pleasure  to  note  that  in  his  report  the  Federal  Inspector 
was  highly  pleased  with  the  showing  made  by  the  Second  and  Fifth  Divisions, 
the  Elizabeth  City  Division  being  the  best. 

Federal  Examination 

7.  The  Federal  Examinations  were  held  in  New  Bern  November  9th,  10th 
and  11th,  with  Lieutenant  John  J.  London,  U.  S.  Navy,  acting  as  Supervisory 
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Examiner.  The  following  officers  reported  and  were  examined  as  to  their 
physical,  moral,  and  professional  qualifications  in  accordance  with  Navy 
Department  General  Orders  Nos.  150  and  153:

Lieutenant  P.  T.  Brandt,  (E.  D.  O.),  and  Lieutenant  (junior  grade)  R.  B. 
Fulford,  (E.  D.  O.),  appeared  for  this  examination,  but  were  examined  only 
as  to  their  physical  and  moral  qualifications.  T*his  was  due  to  that  fact 
that,  through  an  error,  line  duty  questions  were  prepared  for  them  whereas 
they  have  always  been  engineer  officers.  The  officials  of  the  Division  of 
Naval  Militia  Affairs  were  not  aware  that  they  were  officers  for  "Engineer- 
ing Duties  Only,"  but  have  since  been  correctly  informed,  and  Lieutenants 
Brandt  and  Fulford  state  that  they  will  be  prepared  for  the  next  exami- 
nation. 

Boatswain  Leonard  W.  Nelson  reported  and  underwent  the  physical  and 
moral  examinations,  but  stated  that  he  was  not  prepared  to  take  the  pro- 
fessional examination,  as  he  had  had  no  opportunity  for  comprehensive 
study.  Due  to  an  oversight,  he  had  not  received  any  of  the  lessons  sent  out 
by  mail  by  Lieutenant  Connor.  He  is  now  in  a  position  to  study  these  les- 
sons and  believes  that  he  will  be  ready  for  the  nex't  examination. 

Chaplain  B.  F.  Huske  was  examined  physically  and  morally  along  with 
the  other  officers.  He  has  since  been  informed  by  the  Navy  Department  that 
the  professional  examination  will  be  waived  in  his  case  and  that  he  will  be 
issued  a  commission  as  chaplain. 

This  office  has  been  informed  by  the  Division  of  Naval  Militia  Affairs  that 
Surgeon  R.  DuVal  Jones  has  successfully  passed  the  moral  and  professional 
examinations. 

Annual  Cruise 

8.  The  Brigade,  under  the  command  of  Lieutenant  Commander  A.  H. 
Vanderhoof,  cruised  on  board  the  U.  S.  S.  Louisiana  from  July  15th  to  25th. 
Report  of  this  cruise  was  made  by  Lieutenant  Commander  Vanderhoof  and 
is  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Adjutant  General. 

Equipment 

9.  All  divisions  are  sufficiently  equipped  for  their  present  needs.  Small- 
arms  and  accounterments  are  of  the  latest  model  and  are  in  good  condition. 
The  following  guns  of  small  caliber  are  distributed  among  the  various 
divisions: 

1  4-inch,  40-cal.,  breech-loading  rifle. 

5  3-inch  field  guns,  complete. 

1  3-pounder   gun,    semi-automatic. 

3  Gatling  guns. 

1  Colt  Automatic,  30-cal. 
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The  following  guns  were  shipped  from  Hertford  and  Belhaven  when  those 
divisions  were  mustered  out  and  are  now  stored  in  the  State  Arsenal  at 
Raleigh : 

1  3-inch  field  gun  (From  Belhaven). 

1  3-pounder  gun  and  mount   (From  Belhaven). 

1  1-pounder  field  gun   (From  Belhaven). 

1  Gatling  gun   (From  Belhaven). 

1  1-pounder  field  gun    (From  Hertford). 

The  Brigade  is  also  equipped  with  dotter  gear,  sub-caliber  outfits,  night 
signaling  apparatus,  flags  and  textbooks. 

Vessels  Loaned  to  the  State  Outright 

10.  The  TJ.  S.  S.  Elfrida  has  been  stationed  at  New  Bern  throughout  the 
year  and  is  in  about  as  good  condition  as  when  she  arrived  from  the  Norfolk 
Navy  Yard  in  August,  1915.  Her  machinery  is  in  very  good  shape,  but  she 
is  not  considered  seaworthy  on  account  of  the  condition  of  her  hull.  The 
Secretary  of  the  Navy  has  issued  orders  that  under  no  circumstances  is  she 
to  cruise  in  other  than  inland  waters,  and  then  only  under  the  most  favor- 
able weather  conditions.  There  are  on  board  the  following  shipkeepers: 
1  chief  yeoman,  who  is  attached  to  the  vessel  as  an  assistant  to  the  Inspector- 
instructor;  1  boatswain's  mate,  first  class,  head  shipkeeper;  1  water  tender; 
1  oiler;  and  1  seaman.  A  fireman  and  one  more  seaman  are  needed  to  keep 
the  ship  in  good  condition  as  regards  cleanliness  and  minor  repairs.  The 
only  cruising  done  by  the  Elfrida  during  the  year  was  to  Morehead  City  for 
the  Labor  Day  celebration  at  that  place. 

The  U.  S.  S.  Foote  was  transferred  from  Washington,  N.  C,  to  New  Bern 
in  the  early  part  of  the  spring  and  has  remained  here  until  recently.  On 
the  18th  of  November  she  was  transferred  to  the  Navy  Yard,  Charleston, 
S.  C,  for  overhaul  and  repairs.  On  this  trip  she  was  commanded  by  Lieu- 
tenant Commander  P.  L.  Holland,  N.  C.  N.  M.,  with  Lieutenant  F.  T.  Brandt, 
N.  C.  N.  M.,  as  Engineer  Officer.  The  crew  was  composed  of  nine  regular 
navy  shipkeepers  and  eleven  men  detailed  from  the  Second  Division. 

11.  Prospects  are  good  for  the  formation  of  a  division  at  Wilmington, 
N.  C,  but  the  matter  has  not  been  actively  considered  on  account  of  the 
fact  that  it  was  desired  to  have  the  present  officers  qualify  under  the  new 
law  before  mustering  in  any  new  divisions. 

12.  Attention  is  invited  to  the  recent  Naval  Appropriation  Act,  which  is 
of  vital  interest  to  the  Naval  Militia,  in  that  it  provides  for  retainer  pay  for 
all  officers  and  enlisted  men  who  conform  to  certain  conditions  prescribed 
therein.     Retainer  pay  is  fixed  as  follows: 

Officers  of  or  above  the  rank  of  Lieutenant $500  per  year. 

Officers  of  the  rank  of  Lieutenant   (j.  g.) 240  per  year. 

Officers  of  the  rank  of  ensign 200  per  year. 

Warrant   officers    120  per  year. 

Enlisted  men  will  receive  retainer  pay  equal  to  25  per  cent  of  the  base  pay 

of  men  of  corresponding  rates  in  the  active  service,  but  in  no  case  to  exceed 

$120  per  annum.

Subject:     Preparing  Camp  Glenn  for  troops. 

1.  Complying  with  your  telegraphic  orders  of  June  20,  1916,  which  orders 
were  received  at  Swan  Quarter,  N.  C,  I  hired  eight  first  class  carpenters 
and  two  wagon  makers  at  Charlotte,  N.  C,  requested  the  General  Fire 
Extinguisher  Company,  Southern  Department,  to  furnish  one  foreman  pipe 
fitter  and  two  fitters  and  proceeded  to  Camp  Glenn,  reaching  here  at  noon 
June  24th. 

2.  My  orders  were  to  construct  such  buildings,  bath  houses,  etc.,  find 
and  make  available  for  use  necessary  water,  arrange  for  sewerage  disposal, 
etc.,  as  was  necessary  to  accomodate  the  following  schedule  of  arrival  of 
troops : 

First  Infantry,  June  25. 

Second   Infantry,   June  28. 

Hospital  and  Ambulance  Corps,  June  29. 

Troops  A  and  B,  Cavalry,  July  1. 

Third  Infantry,  July  1. 

3.  On  my  arrival  here  I  concentrated  on  securing  a  suitable  water  supply, 
and  found  that  the  town  of  Morehead  whose  mains  were  some  6,000  feet 
away,  had  very  generously  offered  to  give  us  whatever  water  we  needed  if 
we  piped  it. 

4.  About  600  feet  of  3-inch  pipe.  500  feet  of  24-;-inch,  and  3,600  feet  of 
2-inch  pipe,  with  couplings,  had  been  ordered  and  was  then  distributed. 
Believing  that  a  2-inch  line  with  the  pressure  available  would  be  entirely 
inadequate,  an  investigation  of  the  local  markets  showed  available  for  imme- 
diate shipment  the  following  quantities  of  suitable  size  galvanized  iron  pipe.

5.  Black  iron  pipe  was  available  in  suitable  sizes,  but  it  was  impracticable 
to  bury  the  line  from  Morehead  City,  and  the  erosive  effect  of  the  atmos- 
phere on  black  pipe  when  exposed  is  very  rapid,  galvanized  pipe  for  all  work 
that  could  not  be  covered,  and  to  connect  with  a  third  supply  of  water  if 
possible,  our  own  equipment  for  pumping  being  adequate  for  one  regiment 
only,  the  maximum  pressure  available  at  Morehead  being  only  110  pounds 
would  largely  be  consumed  in  friction. 
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6.  You  will  note  from  the  above  that  the  Hyman  Supply  Company  of 
New  Bern,  were  the  only  available  people  who  had  any  considerable  quantity 
of  pipe  that  could  be  delivered  at  once;  likewise  they  had  a  large  stock  of 
plumbers'  fittings.  They  agreed  to  furnish  any  material  in  whatsoever 
quantities  we  desired  shipped,  to  guarantee  the  prices  and  permit  us  to 
return  any  unused  material,  when  the  work  was  completed,  and  keep  avail- 
able here  a  man  to  get  our  orders  filled  at  once.  Their  well-known  reputa- 
tion for  fair  dealing  was  considered,  and  on  this  basis  work  was  started 
Saturday  afternoon,  June  24th. 

7.  The  2-inch  pipe  already  on  the  ground  was  used  to  run  a  line  from  two- 
1%  inch  taps  made  to  our  4-inch  line  at  valve  box  No.  60  to  valve  box  No.  17, 
and  from  valve  box  17  to  valve  box  No.  1.  At  the  latter  ten  1-inch  taps  were 
made  to  our  4-inch  line. 

8.  The  material  for  the  Morehead  line  arrived  Sunday  night  and  work 
was  prosecuted  night  and  day,  until  Tuesday  at  noon  when  we.  tied  into 
Morehead  City  and  permitted  our  own  pump  to  be  shut  down  for  a  few 
hours  for  much  needed  repairs  and  adjustment. 

9.  In  the  meantime,  water  from  Wallace  &  Webb's  factory  was  sent  to  the 
State  Chemist  to  be  analyzed.  His  report  was  favorable  and  a  3-inch  black 
pipe  line  was  run  from  same  to  valve  box  No.  68,  the  excavating  and  back 
tilling  being  done  by  enlisted  men.  The  completion  of  this  line  gave  us 
available  at  all  times  a  generous  supply  of  pure  water,  which  was  the  one 
feature  of  the  work  which  gave  me  most  concern. 

10.  A  copy  of  the  contract  with  Wallace  &  Webb,  which  I  consider  most 
favorable  to  the  State,  is  attached  hereto. 

11.  Simultaneous  with  the  above,  the  two  wagon  makers  brought  from 
Charlotte  had  been  placed  in  charge  first,  of  a  crew  of  civilians  and,  later 
a  detail  of  enlisted  men,  and  the  entire  stock  of  wagons  stored  at  Camp 
Glenn  assembled. 

12.  The  following  quantities  of  pipe  (in  feet)  were  installed  in  doing  the 
various  work.

13.  The  basis  of  the  prices  charged  by  the  Hyman  Supply  Company  on 
the  goods  they  had  in  stock  and  the  goods  they  had  to  purchase  on  the 
outside  was  such  as  to  insure  only  a  legitimate  profit  to  them,  and  on  the 
entire  work  of  water,  sewerage,  and  plumbing,  in  spite  of  much  of  the 
work  being  done  at  night  and  express  shipments,  no  contractor  could  have 
done  the  work  at  the  total  cost  price  to  us  without  losing  money. 

14.  The  following  buildings  were  constructed: 
4  Mess  shacks  for  the  First  Infantry. 

8  Mess  shacks  for  the  Second  Infantry. 
14  Mess  shacks  for  the  Third  Infantry. 

2  Mess  shacks  for  the  hospital  and  ambulance  corps. 

2  Mess  shacks  for  the  Cavalry. 

4  40  x  12  bath  houses. 

2  20  x  12  bath  houses. 
30  New  sprays  in  old  bath  houses. 
2— '16 
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1  Open  bath  house. 

10  Latrines  of  various  sizes. 

2  Commissaries  for  First  and  Second  Infantry. 
1  Postoffice,  express,  and  telegraph  office. 

The  sewerage  system  of  the  First  and  Second  Infantry  overhauled  an 
entire  section  condemned  and  replaced  with  a  new  line  built  of  10- 
inch  x  114-inch  boards  braced  with  2-inch  x  4-inch.  All  shacks  and  bath 
houses  plumbed  and  old  shacks  overhauled,  rescreened  and  replumbed  where 
necessary. 

15.  Carrying  forward  all  of  this  work  at  one  time,  the  majority  of  which 
had  to  be  done  within  a  space  of  eight  days,  required  absolute  cooperation 
among  the  various  officers  detailed  for  duty  here,  and  the  successful  com- 
pletion of  the  work,  so  that  in  no  case  did  a  single  unit  arrive  that  did  not 
find  water,  mess  shacks,  latrines,  and  bath  houses  ready  for  use,  is  due  to 
the  untiring  efforts  and  cooperation  with  this  Department  of  Colonel  Peter- 
son, Major  Daniels,  Captains  Whitten  and  Sharp  and,  in  fact,  every  officer 
and  civilian  at  the  camp,  many  of  the  latter  working  as  high  as  30  hours 
without  stopping,  except  for  food. 

16.  There  being  no  reliable  map  of  the  camp  of  the  First  and  Second 
Infantry  and  none  of  the  new  camp,  and  it  being  impossible  for  me  to  give 
personal  time  to  the  making  of  the  survey,  etc.,  a  civilian  civil  engineer  was 
hired  to  survey  and  map  the  camp.  This  map  is  accurate  in  detail,  and 
same  is  herewith  transmitted  together  with  key.  This  indicates  the  old  and 
new  work,  and  should  prove  of  great  value  to  this  and  other  departments  in 
the  future. 

17.  I  recommend  to  you  as  follows: 

The  sewerage  of  this  camp  is  designed  incorrectly;  therefore  the  line 
which  parallels  the  railroad  near  the  mess  shacks  should  be  cut  off  and 
abandoned  entirely.  At  the  conclusion  of  this  encampment,  the  portion  now 
in  use  for  the  four  latrines  of  the  Frst  and  Second  Infantry  and  the  care- 
taker's residence  is  being  left  in  good  shape  and  should  give  good  service 
for  several  years. 

The  waterline  to  Morehead  should  be  cut  just  beyond  the  culvert  near  the 
Interstate  Cooperage  Co.,  plant,  this  line  plugged,  and  line  from  there  to 
Morehead  taken  up  and  sold  to  the  best  advantage,  a  suitable  pump  equip- 
ment installed  on  our  own  well,  a  new  8-inch  well  driven  and  equipped  near 
our  present  well,  and  a  50,000  gallon  tank  instead  of  our  present  19,000 
gallon,  or  a  new  30,000  gallon  installed  in  series  with  same.  This  water 
supply,  together  with  that  of  the  Wallace  &  Webb  factory,  will  at  all  times 
insure  a  generous  supply  of  water. 

The  water  supplied  to  the  camp  has  been  regularly  analyzed,  and  this 
practice  should  be  continued  at  frequent  intervals. 

In  order  to  spend  no  more  money  than  was  absolutely  necessary,  none 
of  the  buildings  has  been  painted.  This  should  be  done  at  an  early  date, 
otherwise  rapid  deterioration  will  take  place. 

Great  difficulty  was  experienced  in  assembling  the  wagons.  In  many 
cases  they  were  short  bolts  and  other  parts  when  the  boxes  supposedly  con- 
taining same  were  first  opened;  the  beds  did  not  fit,  the  holes  bored  to  take 
different  parts  were  not  put  in  their  proper  place,  and  in  many  cases  were 
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not  the  proper  size.  These  wagons  should  either  be  more  rapidly  inspected 
when  bought,  and  in  any  event  every  tool  box  should  carry  in  addition  to 
the  present  equipment: 

One  course-tooth  handsaw. 

One  6-inch  "S"  wrench. 

One  10-inch  "S"  wrench. 

One  brace  and  eight  assorted  size  bits.

1.  The  records  of  rifle  firing  of  the  North  Carolina  National  Guard  for 
the  target  practice  season  of  1915  show  conclusively  that  steps  must  be  taken 
to  cause  the  proper  attention  to  be  given  to  this  important  part  of  the 
instruction  of  the  men. 

2.  The  poor  record  made  on  the  range  this  year  is  largely  due  to  the  fact 
that  officers  have  neglected  to  give  the  proper  attention  to  preliminary 
drills  and  instruction  and  to  gallery  practice. 

3.  For  the  purpose  of  correcting  this  unsatisfactory  condition  the  follow- 
ing orders  are  published  and  will  be  carried  out  by  all  concerned.  All 
enlisted  men  will  be  properly  instructed  in  accordance  with  Part  V,  Small 
Arms  Firing  Manual,  1913,  paragraphs  317  and  318.  This  instruction  will  be 
followed  by  gallery  practice. 

Gallery  Practice 

4.  In  gallery  practice  the  course  as  laid  down  in  paragraph  319,  Part  V, 
Small  Arms  Firing  Manual,  1913,  will  be  followed.  Each  man  should  be 
required  to  fire  until  he  has  attained  a  qualification  of  at  least  90  points 
out  of  a  possible  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150).  He  may  then  be  advanced  to 
range  practice.  Gallery  practice  must  be  completed  by  May  1,  1916,  and  the 
records  of  such  practice  forwarded  to  this  office  in  accordance  with  the 
requirements  hereinafter  prescribed. 

Range  Practice 

5.  All  organizations  having  ranges  at  their  home  stations  are  required  to 
conduct  range  practice  thereon.  Firing  should  commence  May  1,  and  every 
effort  must  be  made  to  complete  the  same  before  the  summer  camps  of 
instruction  are  held.  Both  instruction  practice  and  record  practice  will  be 
conducted  in  accordance  with  Part  V,  Small  Arms  Firing  Manual,  1913.  The 
necessary  ammunition  and  target  supplies,  and  score  cards  are  now  available, 
and  will  be  supplied  promptly  upon  requisition. 
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Records  and  Reports 

6.  All  reports  of  firing,  both  in  the  gallery  practice  and  record  courses, 
will  be  forwarded  promptly  when  the  firing  has  been  completed  to  the  Assis- 
tant Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice,  who  is  charged  with  the  preparation 
of  the  consolidated  report  of  the  organization  to  which  he  is  attached.  Coast 
Artillery  companies  and  Troops  of  Cavalry  will  forward  their  reports  to 
Major  Glenn  Brown,  Brigade  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice,  at  Greens- 
boro, N.  C.  Major  Brown  will  prepare  and  forward  the  proper  report  to  this 
office. 

7.  The  following  forms  are  prescribed: 

Gallery  Practice 

(a)  Form  70,  D.  M.  A.  Individual  record  of  rifle  practice.  To  be  prepared 
by  the  commanding  officer  and  carefully  kept  as  a  part  of  his  permanent 
files.  Failure  to  keep  the  same  will  in  all  cases  be  reported  by  the  Inspector 
General  at  the  annual  armory  inspection. 

(&)  Form  24,  A.  G.  O.,  N.  C.  Report  of  gallery  practice.  To  be  prepared 
by  the  organization  commander  and  forwarded  to  the  Assistant  Inspector  of 
Small  Arms  Practice  not  later  than  May  15th  of  each  year.  This  report  will 
be  made  in  duplicate,  one  copy  to  be  retained  by  the  organization  com- 
mander. 

Range  Practice   (Rifle) 

(a)  Form  70,  D.  M.  A.  Individual  record  of  rifle  practice.  To  be  pre- 
pared by  the  commanding  officer  and  kept  as  a  part  of  his  permanent 
records.

This  report  will  be  prepared  in  duplicate,  both  the  original  and  duplicate 
will  be  forwarded  to  the  Assistant  Inspector  of  Small  Arms  Practice,  who 
will  examine  and  approve  the  same  if  correct,  and  return  one  copy  to  the 
company  commander  for  his  files.  The  names  of  all  officers  and  enlisted 
men  borne  on  the  rolls  of  the  organization  at  any  time  during  the  target 
practice  year  will  be  entered  on  the  inside  sheets  of  this  report,  and  the 
classification  will  be  noted  as  follows:  "Expert  rifleman,  expert  rifleman 
holdovers,  sharpshooter,  marksman,  first-class  men,  second-class  men,  un- 
qualified, unclassified."  Rank,  date  of  qualification,  and  aggregate  score 
will  be  entered  on  the  report. 

The  following  will  be  entered  as  unclassified: 

(a)  Officers  and  enlisted  men  authorized,  but  not  required,  to  fire  who 
did  fire. 

(&)  All  members  of  the  organization  discharged  or  otherwise  separated 
from  the  organization  before  May  1  who  did  not  complete  the  course.

2.  This  inspection  is  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  or  not  the 
Naval  Militia  is  sufficiently  armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped  to  entitle  it  to 
participate  in  the  Federal  and  State  appropriations  under  the  provisions  of 
the  existing  laws.  It  is  therefore  of  the  utmost  importance  that  all  property 
for  which  the  State  is  accountable  shall  be  presented  to  the  inspectors,  so 
that  the  State  may  receive  credit  therefor. 

3.  The  inspection  will  include  all  State  and  Federal  property.  All  officers 
are  directed  to  have  same  in  the  armory  and  so  arranged  that  it  may  be 
readily  counted  and  inspected.  Commanding  officers  are  responsible  for  all 
property  issued  to  their  respective  commands.  Each  responsible  officer  will 
be  present  during  the  inspection  of  the  property  and  quarters  of  his  com- 
mand. A  detail  of  at  least  two  enlisted  men  should  be  provided  to  assist 
in  handling  the  property. 

In  order  to  expedite  the  work  all  property  should  be  properly  assorted 
and  neatly  arranged  for  inspection.  Each  responsible  officer  will  prepare  a 
list  showing  his  accountability  prior  to  inspection  and  will  present  the  same 
to  the  inspectors  for  verification.  All  oil  and  grease  should  be  removed 
from  the  rifles  before  inspection.  The  inspection  of  property  and  quarters 
will  be  made  in  daytime.  The  inspection  of  the  personnel  will  be  made  at 
such  hour  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  inspectors  after  consultation  with  the 
commanding  officer  of  each  organization.  The  convenience  of  the  men  will 
be  taken  into  consideration  by  the  inspectors. 

4.  Attendance  at  this  inspection  is  hereby  made  compulsory  upon  all  offi- 
cers and  enlisted  men.  In  cases  where  officers  or  enlisted  men  are  absent 
from  home  stations  they  will  be  directed  by  their  immediate  commanders  to 
report  at  the  nearest  station.     The  commanding  officer  will  direct  all  staff 
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officers  to  report  in  person  and  in  the  proper  uniform  at  the  most  convenient 
point  for  inspection;  also  to  present  to  the  inspectors  an  accurate  list  of  all 
Federal  and  State  property  in  their  possession.  Failure  to  attend  inspection 
will  be  vigorously  prosecuted  in  all  cases  in  accordance  with  the  laws  and 
regulations. 

5.  The  Paymaster  will  furnish  the  inspectors  with  a  complete  list  showing 
all  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Naval  Militia  now  stored  at  the  State  arsenal. 

6.  Division  commanders  will  have  all  records  properly  written  up  and  will 
present  the  same  to  the  inspectors.    These  records  should  show  as  follows: 

(a)  The  number  of  drills  held  during  the  calendar  year  1915  and  the 
individual  attendance  thereat. 

(&)  A  record  of  enlistments  showing  present  enlisted  strength  and  the 
number  of  men  discharged  during  the  year. 

(c)  A  record  of  all  property  for  which  the  responsible  officer  is  account- 
able. 

(d)  Retained  copy  of  the  account  current  showing  receipt  of  all  money 
received  for  support  of  the  division  and  vouchers  for  all  expenditures. 

(e)  A  record  of  attendance  at  camps  of  instruction  and  summer  cruise 
showing  number  of  officers  and  men  present  and  absent. 

(/)  A  record  showing  number  of  lessons  sent  in  by  each  officer  in  the 
correspondence  course  conducted  by  the  Inspector-Instructor. 

7.  All  property  lost  or  unaccounted  for  will  be  charged  against  the  annual 
appropriation  allotted  to  the  organization  losing  or  failing  to  account  for  the 
same.

1.  In  accordance  with  the  proclamation  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States  dated  the  18th  day  of  June,  1916,  and  pursuant  to  instructions  con- 
tained in  telegram  received  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated  the  18th  day 
of  June,  1916,  the  following  organizations  will  assemble  at  their  respective 
home  stations  at  12  o'clock  noon  on  the  19th  day  of  June,  1916,  under  the 
provisions  of  General  Orders,  No.  33,  A.  G.  O.,  Raleigh  N.  C,  1913: 

First  Brigade,  consisting  of  the  First,  Second,  and  Third  Regiments  of 
Infantry. 

Troops  A  and  B,  Cavalry. 
Field  Hospital,  No.  1. 
Ambulance  Company,  No.  1. 
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2.  Full  field  equipment  is  prescribed  for  duty  preparatory  to  proceeding 
to  the  mobilization  camp  to  be  established  at  Camp  Glenn,  Morehead  City, 
N.  C,  and  the  muster  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  at  a  later  date. 
Officers  and  enlisted  men  will  habitually  wear  uniform. 

3.  Major  Gordon  Smith,  United  States  Disbursing  Officer,  will  report  at 
once  at  State  Headquarters  for  duty  in  connection  with  the  administration 
of  the  duties  of  his  office  and  mobilization  of  the  organized  militia. 

'4.  Regimental  or  other  separate  organization  commanders  are  charged  with 
subsisting  the  enlisted  men  of  the  National  Guard  at  their  respective  home 
stations,  and  for  this  purpose  they  will  be  limited  to  an  allowance  of  75 
cents  per  day  for  each  enlisted  man  actually  present  for  duty  as  shown  by 
the  morning  report.  They  are  also  charged  with  providing  the  necessary 
fuel,  bedding  and  forage,  and  for  the  shoeing  for  the  authorized  horses  per- 
taining to  their  respective  organizations.  The  expenses  for  such  purposes 
shall  not  exceed  the  allowance  authorized  by  Army  Regulations  (A.  R.,  1913, 
Pars.  1036-1061).  Purchases  will  be  made  covering  periods  of  five  days  at  a 
time;  to  obtain  settlements  therefor,  receipted  vouchers  will  be  obtained  on 
Forms  26  and  330,  Division  of  Militia  Affairs,  and  forwarded  for  payment 
to  the  Adjutant  General  of  the  State,  accompanied  by  consolidated  ration 
returns. 

5.  While  troops  remain  at  their  home  stations,  and  where  adequate  armory 
facilities  do  not  exist  for  sleeping,  organization  commanders  are  authorized 
to  permit  such  enlisted  men  of  their  respective  commands  as  they  may  desig- 
nate to  sleep  at  home. 

6.  All  officers  and  enlisted  men  will  be  examined  by  an  officer  of  the  Medi- 
cal Department  prior  to  their  leaving  the  company  rendezvous,  with  a  view  to 
determining  the  presence  of  any  infectious  diseases. 

7.  The  drill  and  instruction  of  all  organizations  will  be  commenced  at 
once  and  carried  on  according  to  program  prepared  by  each  company  com- 
mander, copies  of  which  will  be  immediately  forwarded  to  regimental  com- 
manders. The  Articles  of  War  will  be  read  at  the  first  assembling  of 
organizations  in  pursuance  of  this  order,  and  will  be  read  to  all  men  subse- 
quently joining  by  enlistment  or  otherwise. 

8.  Commanding  officers  of  organizations  will  cause  them  to  be  recruited 
from  the  minimum  to  the  maximum  strength  given  below:

No  recruit  will  be  accepted  until  he  has  been  given  a  thorough  physical 
examination  by  a  Medical  Officer  and  has  been  found  to  conform  to  the  phy- 
sical standard  prescribed  for  the  Regular  Army. 

A  Headquarters  Company,  Machine  Gun  Company,  and  Supply  Company 
will  be  organized  in  each  regiment  as  prescribed  in  the  table  of  organiza- 
tions, U.  S.  Army,  1914. 

9.  The  accountable  officers  of  each  organization  are  designated  as .  the 
representatives  of  the  Governor  to  act  with  the  delegated  mustering  officers 
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of  the  United  States  to  inventory  and  inspect  all  property  belonging  to  the 
United  States  and  the  State  and  taken  by  the  National  Guard  into  the 
Federal  Service  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  paragraph  460,  A.  R., 
1913.  Preparatory  to  making  this  transfer  every  officer  accountable  for  public 
property  will  immediately  take  or  cause  to  be  taken  an  inventory  by  actual 
count  upon  a  form  furnished  for  that  purpose  of  all  the  property  now  in  his 
possession  and  all  with  which  he  is  charged.  This  inventory  by  actual  count 
shall  cover  all  the  property  issued  by  the  State  to,  or  purchased  with  the 
military  funds  of,  or  allowances  for  an  organization,  whether  on  hand  in 
the  storeroom  or  in  lockers  or  in  the  possession  of  troops,  so  as  to  show  all 
property  now  in  the  possession  of  the  organization.  Each  organization  will 
take  with  it  to  the  mobilization  camp  all  serviceable  property,  whether 
Federal,  State,  or  organizational,  pertaining  to  the  organization  and  suitable 
for  field  service.  If  complete  equipment  is  not  on  hand,  the  deficiency 
should  be  made  good  immediately.  All  property  not  to  be  taken  into  the 
service  of  the  United  States  will  be  promptly  invoiced  to  and  receipted  for 
by  the  officers  hereafter  designated  for  the  purpose.  All  property  to  be 
taken  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  will,  as  soon  as  a  regiment  or 
other  separate  organization  has  been  mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United 
States,  be  invoiced  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  regiment  or  separate  organiza- 
tions in  accordance  with  the  United  States  Mustering  Regulations  for  the 
Muster  of  the  Organized  Militia,  paragraphs  32  to  35,  inclusive,  as  follows: 

(«)  Clothing,  camp,  and  garrison  equipage,  subsistence  and  quartermaster 
supplies  to  the  Quartermaster. 

(b)  Property  pertaining  to  the  Medical  Department  to  the  senior  Medical 
Officer. 

(c)  Property  pertaining  to  the  Corps  of  Engineers,  Ordnance  Department, 
and  the  Signal  Corps  to  an  accountable  officer  detailed  by  the  regimental  or 
other  commander  or  a  separate  organization  from  his  staff. 

Property  pertaining  to  each  department  will  be  invoiced  separately. 

Receipts  will  be  obtained  in  triplicate,  one  copy  to  be  retained  by  the 
accountable  officer  and  two  copies  to  be  forwarded  direct  to  the  Adjutant 
General  of  the  State.  When  the  property  is  transferred  in  accordance  with 
the  foregoing  authority,  the  accountable  officers  upon  invoicing  the  same 
and  obtaining  the  prescribed  receipts  therefor  are  relieved  of  further  accoun- 
tability for  the  property  so  transferred. 

10.  Commanding  officers  of  troops  stationed  in  armories  will  designate 
responsible  persons  (preferably  retired  officers)  as  custodians  of  the  armories 
and  the  property  therein  contained  which  will  be  left  behind,  taking  an  inven- 
tory by  actual  count  upon  a  form  furnished  for  that  purpose  of  all  of  the 
property  so  to  be  left  behind,  certifying  to  such  inventories  in  triplicate. 
The  property  so  inventoried  should  be  receipted  for  by  the  custodian  in  trip- 
licate, one  copy  of  the  inventory  to  be  retained  by  the  commanding  officer, 
one  copy  retained  by  the  custodian,  and  one  copy  forwarded  direct  to  the 
Adjutant  General  of  the  State. 

11.  As  soon  as  an  organization  has  been  raised  to  the  maximum  practi- 
cable at  its  home  station,  and  in  no  case  until  it  shall  have  reached  its  pre- 
scribed peace  minimum  strength,  its  property  inventories  completed,  suitable 
arrangements  made  for  caring  for  the  armory  and  property  to  be  left  behind, 
telegraphic  notification  to  that  effect  will  be  furnished  the  Adjutant  General 
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of  the  State  (through  channels)   in  order  that  appropriate  orders  may  issue 
from  this  office. 

12.  Officers  on  the  retired  list  who  may  be  designated  in  subsequent  orders 
will  hold  themselves  in  readiness  for  performing  such  duties  as  are  required 
of  them. 

13.  Muster  in  rolls  will  be  prepared  upon  the  blank  forms  supplied  for 
that  purpose  and  in  accordance  with  the  detailed  instructions  to  be  found 
in  paragraphs  24  to  31  on  pages  12,  13,  and  14  of  the  United  States  Muster- 
ing Regulations  for  the  Organized  Militia,  issued  April  22,  1914  (Part  V). 
Upon  muster  into  the  United  States  service,  the  procurement  of  supplies, 
engagement  of  services,  pay  of  troops,  and  furnishing  of  funds  will  be  in 
accordance  with  the  instructions  in  that  regard  issued  by  the  Quartermaster 
Corps,  United  States  Army,  issued  April  22,  1914.

This  detail  will  remain 
on  duty  until  relieved  by  the  Brigade  Commander.  Recruiting  officers  will 
mail  daily  reports  to  regimental  or  separate  organization  commanders,  show- 
ing what  progress  is  being  made. 
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3.  When  no  medical  officer  of  the  National  Guard  is  available  for  conduct- 
ing the  physical  examination  of  recruits,  competent  civilian  physicians  may 
be  engaged  to  make  the  prescribed  physical  examinations.  Payment  for  the 
examinations  is  authorized  at  the  following  rates:  One  recruit,  $1.00;  two 
recruits  same  day,  $1.50;  three  recruits  same  day,  $2.00;  four  recruits  same 
day,  $2.50;  and  40  cents  for  each  recruit  over  four  examined  on  the  same 
day.  Where  army  recruiting  stations  are  near,  recruits  should  be  taken 
there  for  examination,  in  preference  to  examination  by  civilian  physicians. 
All  examinations  must  be  conducted  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  regula- 
tions.    (See  Circular  5,  War  Department,  1916). 

4.  All  recruits  accepted  will  be  sent  by  recruiting  officers  to  Camp  Glenn, 
N.  C,  and  will  be  assigned  to  organizations  by  the  Commanding  Officer  after 
they  have  been  physically  examined  by  the  Surgeon  and  properly  enlisted 
for  the  service.

In  order  that  the  provisions  of  section  67  of  the  act  of  June  3,  1916,  may 
be  complied  with  and  carried  into  effect  with  as  little  delay  as  possible, 
the  following  instructions  concerning  the  transfer  of  accountability  for 
United  States  property,  issued  to  the  several  States,  Territory  of  Hawaii, 
and  the  District  of  Columbia,  from  the  governors  thereof  and  from  the  com- 
manding general  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  District -of  Columbia,  to  the 
several  property  and  disbursing  officers,  are  published  for  the  information 
and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

1.  Quartermaster  property. — The  provisions  of  paragraph  18,  Circular  No.  ■ 
1,  D.  M.  A.,  1915,  will  be  carried  out,  the  property  account  of  the  governor 
of  the  State  and  of  the  commanding  general  of  the  National  Guard  of  the 
District  of  Columbia  being  first  cleared  of  all  United  States  property  carried 
by  the  organizations  thereof  into  the  service  of  the  United  States,  and  which 
has  been  invoiced  to  and  receipted  for  by  the  officers  designated  in  paragraph 
460,  Army  Regulations,  1913.  The  property  to  be  taken  up  and  accounted 
for  by  the  property  and  disbursing  officer  should  be  verified  by  a  physical 
count  by  the  property  and  disbursing  officer  and  only  those  articles  actually 
seen  and  counted  should  be  receipted  and  accounted  for  by  him. 

2.  Ordnance,  engineer,  signal,  and  medical  property. — The  provisions  of 
paragraph  665,  Army  Regulations,  1913,  and  the  instructions  on  the  several 
return  blanks  will  be  carried  out.  The  transfer  of  this  property  should  be 
preceded  by  an  actual  physical  count  by  the  property  and  disbursing  officer, 
and  only  those  articles  actually  seen  and  counted  should  be  receipted  and 
accounted  for  by  him.  In  case  all  of  the  property  for  which  the  governor 
or  the  commanding  general  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia is  accountable  cannot  be  presented  to  the  property  and  disbursing  officer, 
the  transfer  of  accountability  should  be  had  by  an  exchange  of  invoices  and 
receipts  for  only  those  articles  actually  seen  and  counted,  and  not  by  direct 
entry  on  the  return  as  prescribed  in  the  last  sentence  of  paragraph  665, 
Army  Regulations,  1913.  The  governor  of  each  State  and  the  commanding 
general  of  the  National  Guard  of  the  District  of  Columbia  will  render  at 
once  after  the  transfer  is  completed  a  final  return  as  of  the  date  of  the 
transfer,  the  return  by  the  property  and  disbursing  officer  being  rendered 
at  the  end  of  the  period  required  by  regulations  for  rendition  of  returns. 
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3.  Final  returns  of  ordnance,  engineer,  signal,  and  medical  property  and 
the  lists  of  articles  of  quartermaster  supplies  required  by  the  provisions  of 
paragraph  18,  Circular  No.  1,  D.  M.  A.,  1916,  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Chief 
of  the  Militia  Bureau.  Any  discrepancy  or  shortage  will  be  adjusted  after 
receipt  of  these  returns  and  lists  by  the  Militia  Bureau,  or  survey  proceed- 
ings instituted  as  prescribed  by  section  87  of  the  act  of  June  3,  1916. 

4.  Property  and  disbursing  officers  are  cautioned  as  to  the  necessity  for 
an  actual  physical  count  of  all  property  receipted  for  by  them.  The  War 
Department  will  not  at  some  future  time  consider  favorably  a  relief  on 
account  of  a  shortage  of  United  States  property  that  is  a  result  of  a  failure 
to  exercise  the  precautions  prescribed  herein. 

The  instructions  set  forth  herein  will  be  carried  out  as  soon  as  all  the 
organizations  of  the  several  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  called  into 
the  service  of  the  United  States  by  the  President,  May  9  and  June  18,  1916, 
have  been  mustered  in,  and  the  property  and  disbursing  officer  for  the  United 
States  in  each  State  and  the  District  of  Columbia  has  been  appointed  and 
qualified  to  act  as  such  by  the  approval  of  the  Secretary  of  War  of  his 
appointment  and  required  bond,  and  in  the  territory  of  Hawaii  as  soon  as 
the  appointment  and  bond  of  the  property  and  disbursing  officer  has  been 
approved.

2.  This  inspection  is  for  the  purpose  of  determining  whether  or  not  the 
Naval  Militia  is  sufficiently  armed,  uniformed,  and  equipped  to  entitle  it  to 
participate  in  the  Federal  and  State  appropriations  under  the  provisions  of 
the  existing  laws.  It  is  therefore  of  the  utmost  importance  that  all  property 
for  which  the  State  is  accountable  shall  be  presented  to  the  inspectors,  so 
that  the  State  may  receive  credit  therefor. 

All  officers 
are  directed  to  have  same  in  the  armory  and  so  arranged  that  it  may  be 
readily  counted  and  inspected.  Commanding  officers  are  responsible  for  all 
property  issued  to  their  respective  commands.  Each  responsible  officer  will 
be  present  during  the  inspection  of  the  property  and  quarters  of  his  com- 
mand. A  detail  of  at  least  two  enlisted  men  should  be  provided  to  assist  in 
handling  the  property. 

In  order  to  expedite  the  work  all  property  should  be  properly  assorted  and 
neatly  arranged  for  inspection.  Each  responsible  officer  will  prepare  a  list 
showing  his  accountability  prior  to  inspection  and  will  present  the  same 
to  the  inspectors  for  verification.  All  oil  and  grease  should  be  removed  from 
the  rifles  before  inspection.  The  inspection  of  property  and  quarters  will 
be  made  in  daytime.  The  inspection  of  the  personnel  will  be  made  at  such 
hour  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  inspectors  after  consultation  with  the  com- 
manding officer  of  each  organization.  The  convenience  of  the  men  will  be 
taken   into  consideration  by  the  inspectors. 

4.  Attendance  at  this  inspection  is  hereby  made  compulsory  upon  all 
officers  and  enlisted  men.  In  cases  where  officers  or  enlisted  men  are 
absent  from  home  stations  they  will  be  directed  by  their  immediate  com- 
manders to  report  at  the  nearest  station.  The  commanding  officer  will  direct 
all  staff  officers  to  report  in  person  and  in  the  proper  uniform  at  the  most 
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convenient  point  for  inspection;  alto  to  present  to  the  inspectors  an  accurate 
list  of  all  Federal  and  State  property  in  their  possession.  Failure  to  attend 
inspection  will  be  vigorously  prosecuted  in  all  cases  in  accordance  with 
the  laws  and  regulations. 

5.  The  Paymaster  will  furnish  the  inspectors  with  a  complete  list  showing 
all  articles  for  the  use  of  the  Naval  Militia  now  stored  at  the  State  arsenal. 

6.  Division  commanders  will  have  all  records  properly  written  up  and  will 
present  the  same  to  the  inspectors.     These  records  should  show  as  follows: 

(a)  The  number  of  drills  held  during  the  calendar  year  1916  and  the 
individual  attendance  thereat. 

(&)  A  record  of  enlistments  showing  present  enlisted  strength  and  the 
number  of  men  discharged  during  the  year. 

(c)  A  record  of  all  property  for  which  the  responsible  officer  is  account- 
able. 

(d)  Retained  copy  of  the  account  current  showing  receipt  of  all  money 
received  for  support  of  the  division  and  vouchers  for  all  expenditures. 

(e)  A  record  of  attendance  at  camps  of  instruction  and  summer  cruise 
showing  number  of  officers  and  men  present  and  absent. 

(/)  A  record  showing  number  of  lessons  sent  in  by  each  officer  in  the 
correspondence  course  conducted  by  the  Inspector-Instructor. 

7.  All  property  lost  or  unaccounted  for  will  be  charged  against  the  annual 
appropriation  allotted  to  the  organization  losing  or  failing  to  account  for 
the  same.
